Local family receives 


picture-perfect gift 


TEWKSBURY/WILMING- 
TON - ‘Tewksbury resident 
Paul Gagnon received a very 
special. gift. recently: photo- 
graphs of two important and 
joyous life events that suddenly 
resurfaced through the kind- 
ness of old friends. 

The story begins nearly 50 
years ago, when Gagnon, one 
of 12 children, was growing up 
on Lake Street in Wilmington. 
He recalls his friendship with 
the Chisholms, a family with 7 
children of their own who also 
lived in the neighborhood. In 
particular Gagnon remembers 
Mrs. Chisholm, who would fre- 
quently take Paul and his sib- 
lings on local outings. 

“She'd take us all down to 
Tattersalls, which was an ice 
cream parlor down by Silver 
Lake,” recalls Gagnon. “On 
Saturdays, she'd take us to 
Confession. She was a very 
generous woman.” 

‘The families remained close, 
even as the children grew up. 
Gagnon remembers that he 
and his brothers would occa- 
sionally work on the Chisholm 
family mink farm in the sum- 
mertime. In 1959, Mrs. 
Chisholm attended Gagnon’s 
wedding at St. Mary’s church 
in Tewksbury - and she brought 
her camera. 

“She was the only one who 
took pictures at the wedding, 
since we didn’t have a camera 
in those days. She was always 
taking pictures at functions,” 
Gagnon remembers. 

It seems that Mrs. Chisholm 
had kept an organized archive 
of all the photos she took at 
various family functions 
throughout the years, dating 
and labeling each one. 

Mrs. Chisholm passed away 
nearly 20 years ago, it was only 
recently, after her husband's 
death earlier this year, that the 
Chisholm children happened 
upon their mother’s photo 


archive. When they discovered 
that some of the photographs 
were of Paul Gagnon’s wed- 
ding, and of the baby shower 
held for the Gagnon’s first 
child, they thought it only right 
that the pictures be sent along 
to the family. 

The Gagnons were surprised 
and thrilled to receive these 
long lost relics of their past. 
The photos, which Gagnon says 
were originally slides that have 
now been converted to photo- 
graphs, were important 
reminders of events that Paul 
Gagnon had long thought to be 
undocumented - at least not on 
film. 

“We had no wedding pictures, 
really, so these were great to 
get,” he beams. 

The baby shower pictures 
were also a huge surprise, and 


brought back memories of the 
special celebration. Gagnon. is 
stunned that the photographs 
have survived, and is immense- 
ly thankful to the Chisholm 
children for sending them 
along. 

“I'm just really glad they sent 
(the pictures] to us,” he says. 
“It was a really nice thing for 
them to do.” 

It is fitting that happy family 
memories documented by a 
special woman should resur- 
face as a wonderful gift so 
many years laté® Paul Gagnon 
seems to think so too. 

“Mrs. Chisholm was a great 
lady,” Gagnon smiles. “She had 
a big heart and was very nice 
and generous. That's how I 
always remember her.”

Water Conservation Tips - 


The Massachusetts Drought Management Task force 
has issued a “drought watch” for the entire state. This 
indicates the need to keep a close watch on our water 
resources. The town continues to have a mandatory 
outdoor water restriction: odd numbered houses use 
water on odd numbered calendar days, even numbered 
houses use water on even numbered calendar days. In 
addition, underground sprinkler systems can only be used 
between the hours 7 PM and 6 AM. Water conservation 
measures ensure adequate water reserves for the most 
critical residential and emergency uses and can dJso cut 
the cost of water treatment.

The source of water is groundwater, pumped from nine 
wells (see map) located throughout Wilmington. From the 
wells, the source water is pumped to one of two treatment 
planjs. Here the water is treated using filtration and disin- 
fect onto remove or reduce any harmful contaminants from 
the source water. ; 

From the treatment plants, the water is pumped to one of 
three, storage tanks and to the homes and businesses in 
Wiiipington. To provide the highest protection for the 
source water, Wilmington has established zoning bylaws, 
including groundwater protection, floor drain regulations, 
and water use restrictions. The town map indicates the 
Jocation of the wells and the water treatment plants, and the 
zones of protection surrounding each well or well field 
(shown as lightly shaded areas.) 

‘The town maintains intercOrinections and/or agreements 
with North Reading, Burlington, Woburn and Tewksbury 
for additional water supply in the event of an emergency. 


Water Quality Information 

INorder to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, the EPA's Safe Drinking 
Water Act limits the amount of certain contaminants in water provided by 
public water systems. We treat our water according to EPA's regulations 

‘The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include 
rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs and wells. As water travels 
over the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally 
occurring minerals and, in come cases, radioactive material, and can pick up 
some substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human 
activity. 

Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 

Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come 
from sewage treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock opera- 
tions, and wildlife. ‘ee 

Inorganic contaminants, suchas salts and metals, which can be 
naturally-occurring or result from urban stormwater runoff, industrial or 
domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining and farm- 
ing. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources 
such as agriculture, urban stormwater runoff, and residential uses. 

Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile or- 
ganic chemicals, which are by-products of industrial processes and petro- 
Jeum, can also come from gas stations, urban stormwater runoff, and septic 
systems. ; 

Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally-occurring or be the 
result of oil and gas production and mining activities. 

In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, the DEP and EPA 
prescribe regulations that limit the amount of certain contaminants in water 

by public water systems. The Food-and Drug Administration 

(FDA) and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health (DPH) fegula-

He recalled a recent 
Halloween when an auxiliary 
police officer was on patrol 


with Gardener in the HAM 
radio operator's personal vehi- 
cle. However, that practice has 
now been curtailed by order of 
the Town fathers. 

Gardner said that he is 
ready to go, along with Ed 
Barrow, Wilmington’s chief 
RACES operator and William 
Gronemeyer, the third RACES 
member in Wilmington. 
According to Gardner, the trio 
is especially useful in flood sit- 
uations that can happen on an 
annual basis in the community. 

Gardner and others from 
RACES have helped out with 
events as large as the Boston 
Marathon where they work the 
medical tents and provide 
emergency communications. 

The value of the HAM radio, 
according to Anderson, is the 
radios have a much larger area 
of communications during 
emergencies. He also noted 
that in the case of the 
Marathon, where cell phones 
are also used, the phone batter- 
ies do not last the length of the 
race. 

According to Gardner, he 
can use his portable radio 
while driving on a trip from 
here to Buffalo, New York with- 
out changing bands. Whereas 
CB radios are only good for a 
few miles. 

Computers and the Internet 
are all dependent on hard 
wired electricity to operate and 
are not dependable in an emer- 
gency situation. 

According to Anderson, 
"HAM radio is the back-up. 
When everything else goes 
down they're left with HAM 
radios." 

He noted that if the power 
goes out, the repeaters (anten- 
nae back-ups that bounce the 
signal further) usually have 
oack-up power systems and the 
radios have battery packs. 

Strader said, "Amateur 
radios have the second largest 
group of frequencies short of 
he federal government. 

As for those messages of

Strader. said that the. Military. 
Affiliated Radio Systems 
(MARS) is still operational and 
works in conjunction with the 
naval ships at sea as well as 
the armed forces bases around 
the world. 

The two-radio system has 
been around since Marconi 
developed it on the shores of 
Cape Cod. The site was chosen 
because it is the eastern most 
point of the United States on a 
parallel with England.

Strader said there are two 
theories of the meaning of the 
acronym HAM. One is short for 
"Home Amateur Mechanic" 
and the other notes that it may 
be shorthand for people that 
used a Hammerland Radio, one 
of the first two-way radio 
devices on the market. 

Anderson has been a mem- 
ber of RACES for the past 25 
years. He started with HAM 
radios when he was in high 
school. 

As he recalls, "I did it for 
the fun. The thought of being 
able to talk to people all over 
the world was a cool idea." 

The hobby turned into a 
source of technical training for 
Anderson and he has been able 
to keep working because of his 
knowledge. Although he is 
semi-retired, Anderson still 
keeps busy between RACES 
and the Billerica Amateur 
Radio Society where he teaches 
classes for people attempting 
to get their basic Ham radio 
operator’s license. 

The licensing, unlike Citizen 
Band radios, is strict and 
comes in three parts. The first 
license only requires a basic 
knowledge of the Federal 
Communications Commission 
rules and regulations and a 
basic understanding of how a 
radio operates. 

As an operator proceeds up 
the ladder he or she must then 
learn more about electronics 
and even some Morse code. 

As Gardner noted, the need 
for Morse code "...keeps the 
riff-raff out.” 

Gardener's interest in two 
way radios was also conceived 
dnrine-his high-school ‘vears: 

_ when he took an interest in lis:** 
tening to broadcasts from 
around the world on his receiy- 
er. 

"When I entered the Navy," 
he recalled, "they made a radio 
operator out of me. After I got 
out in 1962 I stayed interested 
until I finally got my ticket 
(license) in 1977." 

As these seasoned operators 
ably prove, HAM radio is still a 
viable, healthy form of commu- 
nication that can also he fun
